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The Elba Police Depart- 
ment made a drug arrest Fri- 
day morning, Aug. 21, after

Local EMA director gives COVID-19 update to Elba City Council

Coffee County EMA di- 
rector James Brown dis- 
cussed COVID-19 and 
hurricanes with Elba City 
Council members Monday 
evening, Aug. 24, during 
the council’s regular bi- 
monthly meeting. 

“We’re actually not look- 
ing that bad currently,” 
Brown said regarding Cof- 
fee County’s COVID-19 
numbers. 

He said the county had 
recorded overall 902 cases 
of the virus; however, 
numbers indicate only 55 
residents within the county 
currently are considered to 
be in the contagious stage 
with 124 people still in 
quarantine. 

“The county has had 141 
positive [tests] over the last 
14 days,” Brown said. “But, 
our positivity rate is ac- 


tually going down.” 

He said the Alabama De- 
partment of Public Health 
had Coffee County listed as 
a moderate risk county for 
COVID-19, but Brown said 
he would much rather see 
that than the high risk in 
which the county had spent 
several weeks in that cate- 
gory prior to the numbers 
turning downward. 

Also, he said the numbers 
are looking better in local 
hospitals too. Not great, he 
said, but better. 

Brown further discussed 
that his office is beginning 
to look at making plans for 
distribution of a vaccine for 
COVID-19 should _ that 
come to fruition anytime in 
the near future. However, he 
said he does not anticipate a 
large population will want 
to get the vaccine right 
away. 

Shifting gears to inclem- 
ent weather, the EMA direc- 


tor said the rain the local 
area was experiencing Mon- 
day was from Hurricane 
Marco, but he said it ap- 
peared rain would be the 
only effect the local area 
would experience from that 
storm. 

As for Tropical Storm 
Laura, Brown said it ap- 
peared as of Monday that it 
too would shift more to- 
wards the Louisiana/Texas 
border, which again would 
spare the local area of any 
damaging weather. Of 
course, he said that all de- 
pended on if Laura con- 
tinued on its current 
projection path after Mon- 
day. 

“Tt appears we’re dodging 
two bullets with these 
storms,” Brown said to Elba 
Council members. 

He followed that state- 
ment with a warning to ex- 
pect more, however. He said 
September is typically the 


Coffee County Commissioners approve Fiscal Year 2021 
Transportation Plan to resurface 8.96 miles of roadways

The Coffee County Com- 
mission voted Monday, 
Aug. 24, during its regular 
meeting to move forward 
with applying for an 
ADECA grant that would 
benefit the Ben E. Keith 
project, if approved. 

County administrator 
Rod Morgan said the county 
had an opportunity to apply 
for the ADECA grant for 
sewer and water upgrades. 
He said, if approved, the 
grant funds would benefit 
the Ben E. Keith project 
where a new distribution 
center is under construction 
in the county’s industrial 
park along Hwy. 84 near 
New Brockton. 

Six of the seven commis- 
sioners were present for 
Monday’s meeting, and all 
six voted in favor of apply- 
ing for the grant funds. 

Upon recommendation of 
county engineer Marty 
Lentz, commissioners voted 
to award a bid to Wiregrass 
Construction Co. for the re- 
surfacing of County Road 
110. The bid amount was 
$487,691.75. The only other 
bid submitted for this proj- 
ect was from Mid-South 
Paving in the amount of 
$581,611.30. 

A portion of the County 
Road 110 resurfacing proj- 


for modified asphalt to be 
utilized. This is a ‘test run’ 
for the county to see how 
well the modified asphalt 
works for resurfacing roads. 

Lentz also presented the 
Fiscal Year 2021 County 
Transportation Plan for Re- 
build Alabama road resur- 
facing projects. This plan 
was approved unanimously 
by commissioners. 

The FY2021 plan calls 
for Coffee County Roads 
420, 422, and 423 to be re- 
surfaced using Rebuild Ala- 
bama Funds. A total of 4.95 
miles should be resurfaced 
with the funds. 

The County Road 420 
project includes 2.59 miles 
from Alabama Highway 
189 to County Road 422. 
The estimated cost of this 
resurfacing and striping 
project is $340,000. 

The County Road 422 
project includes 1.90 miles 
from County Road 415 to 
County Road 423. The esti- 
mated cost for this resurfac- 
ing and striping project is 
$260,000. 

The County Road 423 
project includes 0.46 miles 
from County Road 422 to 
County Road 432. The esti- 
mated cost for resurfacing 
and striping is $70,000. 

Lentz said the county was 
allocated a total of $777,600 
in Rebuild Alabama funds 


ect includes ADEM sandine for Fiscal Year 2021, and 


after these three above proj- 
ects are completed that 
would leave $107,600. 

An additional resurfacing 
project on the county’s 
transportation plan is 4.01 
miles of road on County 
Road 248, a major collector 
road for the county. The 
total estimated project cost 
for this project is $550,000. 

Lentz said because 
County Road 248 is consid- 
ered a major collector road, 
$400,000 of Federal Aid 
Emergency Funds allocated 
to the county could be used 
on this project. He said an 
additional $150,000 of local 
county funds would be uti- 
lized to complete this proj- 
ect, which includes 


resurfacing and_ striping 
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peak month for hurricanes, 
and things could potentially 
become more active as Sep- 
tember nears. 

In her report to the coun- 
cil, assistant city clerk Pat 
Boothe noted the water 
meter replacement project 
ongoing in the city was 
about 40 percent completed 
as of Monday. She also said 
the Hawkins- Williams rest- 
rooms upgrade is still under 
construction. 

Boothe said a repair job 
to the lagoon that had been 
required by ADEM was 
completed now, and ADEM 
had been notified. 

The council approved a 
resolution for the city’s 
Transportation Plan on 
planned usage of Rebuild 
Alabama funds. The res- 
olution indicated the city 
expects to receive $32,461 
in Rebuild Alabama Act 
(Fuel Bill) funds to perform 
roadway improvements, re- 
pairs, resurfacing, recon- 
struction or maintenance of 
Simmons Street and/or as 
match monies for any state 
or federal grant funded proj- 
ects to perform roadway im- 
provements, repairs, 
resurfacing, reconstruction 
or maintenance with the ex- 
isting street/road network. 

Approving the transporta- 
tion plan paved the way for 
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mayor in the 2020 munici- 
pal election, and the unoffi- 
cial results revealed there 
will be a runoff between 
candidates Tom Maddox 
and Tim Johnson. 

A total of 703 ballots 
were cast, either in person 
on Tuesday or via absentee 
ballot prior to Tuesday. 
Election officials said there

He said the Rebuild 
Alabama funds are used to 
resurface local roads, and 
92 miles of the local roads 
graded poor to very poor. 
He said the county priori- 
tized which roads could be 
resurfaced with the avail- 
able funds based on their 
traffic count. 

As for collector roads, he 
said the county had 82 miles 
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would be able to handle a 
‘high water event’ should 
that happen. 

Mayor Mickey Murdock 
said fuel funds could be 
used on this type project. He 
noted the fuel funds account 
currently had $55,000 avail- 
able and the city is expect- 
ing an additional $32,461 
this upcoming fiscal year 
from the Rebuild Alabama 
Act giving a total of just 
under $87,500. 

Murdock said that would 
most likely not cover the 
entire cost of the project, 
but it should cover a major- 
ity of the cost. 

The council approved a 
motion to give the mayor 
authorization to seek engi- 
neering plans and bids for 
the Simmons Street Drai- 
nage Replacement to bring 
back to the council for ap- 
proval to be able to move 


forward with the repairs. 

Prior to adjourning the 
meeting, the mayor made a 
plea to citizens to complete 
the 2020 Census, if they had 
not done so already. He said 
Elba currently shows only a 
52 percent response to the 
Census, and he said that is 
just not good enough. 

Citizens have until the 
end of September to com- 
plete the Census on their 
own, and after that date, the 
mayor said Census workers 
would then be knocking on 
doors of those who had not 
filled the report out to try 
and get it done. 

Murdock said the city is 
willing to assist anyone that 
needs help with filling the 
Census out. Help is avail- 
able at Elba City Hall, the 
Elba Public Library, and the 
Elba Chamber -of Com- 
merce.

Ed Kelley, worshipful 
master for the Elba Masonic 
Lodge, addressed the coun- 
cil during the Monday even- 
ing meeting.

ADPH provides clarification and guidance about COVID-19 


As more is learned about 
COVID-19, the Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) is providing 
updated guidance about 
testing priorities, listing and 
defining types of tests, and 
quarantine and isolation re- 
quirements for COVID-19 
patients and their contacts. 

No one is immune to 
COVID-19, but it impacts 
some populations and com- 
munities disproportionately. 
Everyone has a responsibil- 
ity to help slow the spread 
of the virus in their homes, 
workplaces, educational in- 
stitutions and other places 
within their communities. 
Because COVID-19 testing 
resources are not sufficient 
to test every person at this 
time, ADPH recommends 
the following guidance in a 
health alert network mes- 
sage to providers. : 
Testing priorities for pa- 
tients and laboratories: 

1. Hospitalized individ- 
uals with signs or symptoms 
of COVID-19 infection. 

2. Other symptomatic in- 
dividuals and higher risk 
asymptomatic individuals 
including but not limited to 
those in long-term care fa- 
cilities. 

3. Other individuals not 
experiencing symptoms 
when certain conditions 
exist. 

Types of tests: 

1, Diagnostic tests assess 
the presence of the virus at 
a given point in time. A neg- 
ative means only that an in- 
dividual was negative at the 
time of the test. This can be 
impacted by factors includ- 
ing but not limited to the 
quality of the specimen col- 
lected, the timing of collec- 
tion during the incubation 
period, and the handling of 
the specimen. 

2. Polymerase Chain Re- 
action (PCR) tests and Nu- 
cleic Acid Amplification 
testing (also known as viral 
tests) detect the RNA ge- 
netic material in the 
COVID-19 virus and are 
often collected via nasal 
pharyngeal, mid turbinate, 


nasal, oral or throat swab or 
saliva collection. Some of 
these tests are now available 
at the point of care. 

3. Antigen tests detect the 
presence of COVID-19 spe- 
cific protein particles and 
are collected via a respira- 
tory sample. Currently, two 
approved point-of-care tests 
are being utilized. 

4. Serology (antibody) 
tests are not diagnostic tests. 
These tests detect antibodies 
in the blood indicating pos-

Isolation, quarantine and 


employer requirements 
about returning to work 
and retesting: 

1. At the time of testing, 
persons are instructed to 
isolate at home while await- 
ing test results. Persons who 
are close contacts to 
COVID-19 cases must com- 
plete at least a 14-day quar- 
antine period even with a 
negative test. 

2. Individuals who test 
positive for COVID-19 
should isolate from others in 
the home to reduce the risk 
of spread. If those who test 
positive cannot isolate from 
household members, then 
household members must 
remain in home quarantine 
14 days after the person 
who tested positive is re- 
leased from isolation. 

3. Employers should not 
routinely require a negative 
laboratory COVID-19 test 
as a requirement for em- 
ployees to return to work. 
This is because PCR tests 
can remain positive long 
after an individual is no 
longer infectious. Instead, 
symptom- or time-based 
methods are recommended 
with some very rare excep- 
tions. However, this does 
not mean an employer must 
allow an employee who cur- 
rently has COVID-19 to re- 
turn to work before the 
employee’s infection is re- 
solved.

Safety a priority for ESCC, AAC this fall 


Enterprise State Community College and the Alabama 
Aviation College are placing a priority on safety as both 
campuses prepare for students to return to campus for fall 
classes, which begin on Aug. 24. 

Safety protocols for all campuses are established in the 
|College’s COVID-19 Mitigation Plan, first developed after 
campuses closed in March. This plan is continuously up- 
dated to meet the latest guidelines provided by the Ala- 
bama Department of Public Health (ADPH), the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC), the Alabama 
Community College System (ACCS) office, Gov. Kay 
Ivey’s office and state health officials, local Emergency 
Management Agency representatives and local health pro- 
fessionals. 

At AAC, students will complete classes and labs in per- 
son through a staggered schedule. At ESCC, no more than 
130 students are expected to be on campus at any point 
throughout the semester to participate in reduced-capacity 
hybrid classes. Most academic classes for ESCC will be 
held online. 

“The fall schedule for ESCC and AAC will look differ- 
ent this year,” Dean of Instruction Danny Long said. “Ho- 
wever, the primary focus was meeting the diverse needs 
of our students while maximizing their safety and the 
safety of our faculty and staff. It was truly a grassroots ef- 
fort that relied heavily on the recommendations of the in- 
dividual divisions and the faulty members of the specific 
content areas. The schedule went through multiple revi- 
sions as the college would receive updated information for 
local, state, and federal health professionals. I am excited 
about the opportunities that will be provided to our stu- 
dents that put the health and safety of everyone at the fore- 
front.” 

While many safety measures have already been in prac- 
tice on both campuses, technology will soon be included 
in the College’s safety protocols. 

Currently, ESCC and AAC use the free emergency no- 
tification system Alertus. The mobile app is currently beta 
testing a new feature that includes options for Pandemic 
Alerts, such as COVID-19, to help track personal move- 
ment if an individual has tested positive for the virus. 

Additionally, ESCC and AAC will use the free Campus- 
Clear app, which assists in the self-screening process for 
students and faculty. Everyone at ESCC and the Alabama 
Aviation College is required to use CampusClear to enter 
campus. At 7 a.m. each morning, a push notification is sent 
as a reminder to complete a self assessment. Once the as- 
sessment is complete, the app will determine if an individ- 
ual is cleared to enter campus or not. 

Additional safety measures for both campuses include: 
classrooms and labs arranged to meet social distancing 
guidelines, sanitization and social distancing signage 
placed around both campuses, and staggered schedules to 
reduce safety risks. 

Students coming on campus will be required to wear a 
mask while around others and have their temperature 
checked before the CampusClear app is available. Tem- 
perature checkpoints are at Wallace Administration Build- 
ing at the Enterprise campus and the ATTC building on 
the Ozark campus. : 

ESCC Chief of Campus Police Jeff Spence encouraged 
all students, faculty, staff and visitors to any campus to 
stay vigilant and continue to practice the College’s safety 
protocols. 

“While we are doing everything possible to prevent any 
cases of COVID-19, we must rely on every person in our 
campus community to do their part by following the guide- 
lines that we have implemented,” Spence said. 

Additionally, all students will be required to complete 
an online COVID-19 training course, which has been in- 
tegrated into the College’s online orientation course, and 
complete a COVID-19 Waiver. 

“The safety of our students and employees is our top 
priority,” ESCC President Matt Rodgers said. “Our Safety 
Team, which helped develop our Mitigation Plan, con- 
tinues to meet regularly to discuss our safety protocols and 
any changes that may come from the CDC or ADPH. I ap- 
preciate the work of everyone involved with updating this 
plan. 

“We have been successful in maintaining safe campuses 
this summer by following the safety measures set in our 
plan, and I commend our students, faculty and staff for 
their cooperation. I encourage you all to self-screen before 
coming to campus, wear a mask in the presence of others, 
practice social distancing guidelines and follow all other 
safety protocols. If we continue to follow these measures,

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Conservation Department makes 
licenses easier to purchase with 
new one-click purchase options

Hunters and anglers who pursue game or fish in Alabama 
will have new options to make purchasing licenses for the 
2020-2021 seasons easier. 

The Alabama Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources is offering packages that will cover license re- 
quirements when pursuing white-tailed deer and wild tur- 
keys or fishing the state’s abundant opportunities for 
freshwater and saltwater species. 

To make it as simple as possible, the packages can be ac- 
quired with a one-click purchase when the 2020-2021 li- 
censes become available on Monday, August 24, 2020. All 
current licenses expire on August 31, 2020. 

Chuck Sykes, Wildlife and Freshwater Fisheries Director, 
said other states have successfully packaged licenses to take 
the guesswork out of the requirements. 

“We're trying to make it easier on people who are hunting 
and fishing in Alabama, especially non-residents or new 
hunters and anglers who don’t really know exactly what 
they need,” Sykes said. “People can go online and look for 
what activity they want to do, and we’re providing every- 
thing they need to do it with one click. 

For the ultimate bundle, consider the new All Access 
Sportsman’s Package, which includes annual licenses for 
All Game Hunting, WMA License, Bait Privilege License, 
Alabama State Duck Stamp, Harvest Information Program 
(HIP) Stamp, Freshwater Fishing, Saltwater Fishing, Salt- 
water Reef Fish Endorsement, and Spear Fishing. The All 
Access Sportsman’s Package will cost $127.95 for residents 
and $533,25 for non-residents. 

The All Access Hunting Package includes All Game 
Hunting, WMA License, Bait Privilege License, State Duck 
Stamp, and Harvest Information Program Stamp. Prices for 
the hunting package are $73.15 for residents and $407.45 
for non-residents. 

The All Access Fishing Package covers anglers from the 
abundant freshwater fishing opportunities to the bounty of 
Alabama coastal waters and the Gulf of Mexico. The fishing 
package includes Freshwater Fishing, Saltwater Fishing, 
Saltwater Reef Fish Endorsement and Spear Fishing. The 
fishing package prices are $54.80 for residents and $125.80 
for non-residents. 

“With our new license purchase format that groups li- 
censes into a drop-down menu by activity, we’re hoping to 
make it more user friendly for people to purchase their li- 
censes. The packages are an extension of that. And the All 
Access Sportsman’s Package makes it easy for those who 
participate in everything we do in the outdoors in Alabama.”

Last year, the Alabama Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources introduced a set of collectible hard-card 
licenses with a variety of outdoor scenes and wildlife. A set 
of six new cards will be available for the 2020-2021 license 


year. 

To obtain a hard-card license, go online at www.outdoor- 
alabama.com and click the link to purchase a license, or 
request one when purchasing at a retail outlet. Buyers can 
choose one or all of the six new cards at $5 per card. If a li- 
cense has already been purchased, those who want to get a 
hard card can go online and click on the “Replacement/Ad- 
ditional Hard Card” link to purchase any or all of the six 
cards. 

The hard-card licenses will be mailed to buyers within 10 
days of purchase. If you haven't received your hard card 
before you plan to hunt or fish, be sure to keep a paper copy 
of your license or have it available in the Outdoor AL app 
on your smartphone. 

Also new for the 2020-2021 hunting seasons is an up- 
dated requirement for hunters who harvest deer and turkeys 
to maintain proper paperwork when transferring possession 
of that animal to a processor, taxidermist or any another in- 
dividual. 

Jonathan Stone, Assistant Chief of WFF’s Law Enforce- 
ment Section, said the recording and reporting requirements 
remain the same in Game Check. The update concerns pos- 
session of the game by someone other than the hunter. 

“What this means is that whoever is in possession of all 
or part of a deer or turkey that is not their own must retain 
written documentation with the name of the hunter, the 
hunter’s Conservation ID number, the date of the harvest 
and Game Check confirmation number,” Stone said. “That 
information can be on a piece of paper, or they can use the 
transfer of possession certificate available in the Alabama 
Hunting & Fishing Digest or online at 
outdooralabama.com. 

“That documentation has to be kept in possession as long 
as that person is in possession of that deer or turkey. It’s the 
responsibility of the hunter who harvests the deer or turkey 
to enter that animal into the Game Check system and main- 
tain in their possession a valid confirmation number for that 
animal.” 

Hunters still have 48 hours to report the harvest through 
Game Check to attain a confirmation number. However, the 
game cannot be transferred to another individual until a 
valid Game Check confirmation number has been acquired. 

“Anyone who takes possession of a harvested deer or tur- 
key, which includes taxidermists and processors, must re- 
ceive and maintain documentation containing the valid 
Game Check confirmation number, the name of the hunter 
and other necessary information,” Stone said. “Those who 
take possession of that animal need to make sure they have 
that information prior to receiving it.” 

Stone also wants to remind hunters that there are two 
ways to enter their harvests through Game Check. The eas- 
iest by far is to download the Outdoor AL smartphone app. 
The other is to go to outdooralabama.com and click on 
“Game Check.” For those who don’t have internet access, 
WFF has self-service kiosks at all district offices. 

“The 1-800 number is no longer in effect,” Stone said. 
“You can go to the website or the best way is to use the Out- 
door AL app on your phone. It only takes a few seconds to 
plug in that information and you’re done.”

The Kinston Bulldogs

The two defensive units 
took command for the re- 
mainder of the half as Hous- 
ton Academy carried the 
slim 7-0 lead into the locker 
room at halftime, but the 
Raiders came back to life 
offensively in the third 
quarter as they took the sec- 
ond half kickoff and added 
three points on a 26-yard 
field goal by Lisenby that 
upped the Raiders lead to 
10-0 with 9:28 remaining in 
the third quarter.

Dylan Moulton receives ‘All-State’ honors from MACJC 


Dylan Moulton is being rewarded for helping the North- 
east Mississippi Community College golf program com- 
plete a successful return to action. 

Moulton was named to the Mississippi Association of 
Community and Junior Colleges (MACIC) All-State sec- 
ond-team after compiling one of the top 10 scoring aver- 
ages in the Magnolia State. 

“Dylan was our leader and it actually showed on the 
course,” said Tigers head coach Derek DeVaughn. “He 
knew how to haandle the pressure of playing against some 
of the tougher competition. 

DeVaughn continued, “He was a big impact for us not 
only as a player, but also as a great person. You could ask 
him to do anything and he’d do it. His shoes are going to 
be hard to fill and he is going to be missed.” 

Moulton was the lone sophomore on Northeast’s roster 
during the 2019-20 campaign, which was its first back fol- 
lowing a two-year hiatus away from intercollegiate com- 
petition. 

The Kinston (Ala.) High School graduate finished eighth 
in the MACIC with an average of 75.67 shots per round 
during the three tour stops that were held in the fall se- 
mester. Moulton recorded his best result during his inaugu- 
ral outing with the Tigers. He tallied a six-over-par 150 to 
place eighth at Hinds Community College’s Eagle Ridge 
Golf Course. 

He continued his solid play at Amory’s River Birch Golf 
Club in early October. His total of 151 put him into a six- 
way stalemate for 10th alongside fellow teammates Jake 
Kilcrease and Conner Thornton. 

Moulton wrapped up the autumn with a 79-74— 153 on 
the coast at Windance Country Club. That was tied for 24th 
in the overall tournament field and ninth best among 
MACIC golfers. He returned to his home state in February 
to participate in the Coastal Alabama Invitational. Moulton 
pieced together a two-day score of 82-78—160 from the 
Rock Creek Golf Club. 

Northeast saw its season end prematurely due to the 
worldwide coronavirus pandemic. However, Moulton com- 
peted in enough rounds to earn an individual national rating 
of No. 51 from Golfstat. His efforts were also pivotal to- 
wards the Tigers securing a No. 15 final ranking by Golfstat 
among all National Junior College Athletic Association 
(NJCAA) Division II teams. 

“I never thought I would get something like this, but I’m 
proud I got it,” Moulton said. “This means a lot to me. It 
gives me something to tell my kids one day. I worked hard
